Take another example. No
sort of mention is made of Dr,
Thornwell, the great president
of South Carolina College. He
occupies a large place in the
educational history of this state,
Many of his educational papers
are unsurpassed. His defence
of state education has scarcely
ever been equalled and only
three or four years ago the
United States Commissioner ol
education republished, in one of
his annual reports, this great
document so that educators
everywhere might “ave easy ac-
cess to 1t, but . 1! of this is
sweetly unknown to this “New
Practical Reference Library”
which is for “students and their
teachers’” and which is fall of
the ‘*latest information.” It is
amazing how our pedple here in
the South are imposed upon by
book agents. Many of our peo-
ple, like a pnest of young birds,
swallow down anything that is
brought to them, It is high time
for that sort of thing to stop,

Take anotherexample, Fran-|
cis Lieber is a great name in the
educational history not only of
this state but of the world, He
came to this state in 1835 and
remained at the Sonth Carolina
College about twanty years.
While there he wrote his world |
wide famous works: *“Manual
of Political Ethics’; “Legal and
Political Hermeneutics”; and
“Civil Liberty and Self Govern-
ment,” When the civil war
came on he wrole for President
Lincoln: ‘““Code of war for the
Government of the armies of the
United States in the Field,”’ and
this work has been pronounced
by specialists as a great master-
piece in its line. The hingraphy

of this man is one of remarka-

ble interest from every stand.
point, For an educitional en
cyclopaedia to have nothing
about him is to argue its own
ignorance aod incompziency.
But this *‘Library” has not the
siightest reference to Lieber and
his work, It the rich edncational
history ot America had the small-
pox, this “New Practical Refer-
ence Library” would never catch
it, Where is its “full informa-
tion”? 1 shall show in subse-
quent papers that the same ig.
norance shown as (o South Caro-
lina is shown as to sowme of the
greatest educators in o her States.

Wayeross, Ga., June 27
Just at sundown this atternoon
two negroes were lynched by a
mob of at least 1,000 persons,
The lynching occurred on the
eastern outskirts of the city, The
negroes were Walter Wilkins
and Albert Baker, who were
brought here this morning from
Wayne county, one of them
charged with outraging the 14.
yvear-old daughter of Mr, Wiley
Wainwright Thursday evening.
The negroes were lodged in the
Ware county jail during the day
and late this afternoon were
taken out by Wayne county of
ficers for the purpose of carry.
ing them to Jesup for safe keep-
ing. Suddenly arush was maile
and a dozen hands clasped each
¢flicer and his gun.,

Tho outrage occurred near the
home of Wyley Wainwright
Thursday evening. The girl had
leit the house for the cow pen
when she was atlacked by the
negro. She was taken tothe woods
neaivy, her screams failing to
attract any one at the house,
Here it is said two other negroes
Joined the first,
